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AUDITOR’S  REPORT,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  DENVER 


CHRONOLOGICAL  DEVELOPMENT  OF  DENVER’S 
GOVERNMENT. 


1858.  The  Denver  Town  company  was  organized  November  17th  with  the 
following  officials:  President,  E.  P.  Stout;  Treasurer  and  Donating 
Agent,  General  William  Larimer ; Secretary,  H.  P.  A.  Smith ; Recorder, 
P.  T.  Bassett.  Probate  judge  and  three  county  commissioners  elected. 

1859.  Peoples’  courts  organized  to  deal  under  common  law  with  felonies. 
Extra-legal  Territory  of  Jefferson  consolidated  Denver,  Auraria  and 
Highland,  December  3rd.  Charter  adopted  and  officials  elected  Decem- 
ber 19th.  Government  ineffective. 

1860.  Peoples’  Government  of  the  City  of  Denver  created  by  a “ constitu- 
tion” adopted  at  a local  election  in  October.  Mayor  undisturbed,  but 
on  October  6th  one  appellate  judge,  two  judges  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Marshal  and  legislative  council  of  six  were 
elected.  This  was  the  last  community  government  in  Denver. 

1861.  The  first  legal  statutory  charter  of  Denver  was  granted  by  the  first 
territorial  legislature  of  Colorado,  November  7th.  Officers  created 
were : Mayor,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Marshal  and  a Council  of  six.  The 
Council  provided  for  the  election  of  other  officials.  It  was  a council 
form  of  government,  the  Mayor  being  practically  without  power,  and 
only  nominal  head  of  the  police  force. 

1866.  Council  enlarged  to  eight. 

1873.  Council  enlarged  to  twelve. 

1876.  State  legislature  authorized  the  Mayor  to  make  the  budget  and  gave 
him  suspensive  veto  over  ordinances. 

1885.  State  legislature  made  the  council  bi-cameral  by  creating  a board  of 
five  supervisors,  elected  at  large.  Power  of  the  council  to  remove 
elective  officials  by  ordinance  taken  away. 

1887.  Denver  park  board  created  and  placed  under  the  Governor. 

1889.  State  legislature  vested  in  Governor  the  power  to  appoint  a board  of 
public  works  of  three  members. 

1891.  Governor  given  power  to  appoint  the  fire  and  police  board  of  three 
members.

1902.  Denver  freed  from  state  domination  by  adoption  of  Article  XX  of  the 
constitution.  City  given  home  rule,  and  corporate  limits  of  Denver 
City  and  County  made  identical.  City  officials  authorized  to  perform 
duties  of  county  officers,  except  judges  of  courts  of  record  and  District 
Attorney. 

1904.  On  March  29th  the  people  adopted  their  own  charter.  It  gave  the 
Mayor  greater  powers  than  ever  before.  The  Council  was  a bi-cameral 
body  of  seven  supervisors  and  sixteen  aldermen. 

1905.  The  Johnson  case  was  taken  to  the  supreme  court  to  test  the  merger 
of  city  and  county  offices.  A majority  of  the  court  (five  to  two)  ruled 
against  the  merger.  A dual  set  of  officers  for  the  city  and  county 
elected. 

1910.  The  initiative,  referendum  and  recall  amendments  to  the  charter 
adopted. 

1911.  Commercial  bodies  petitioned  the  supreme  court  to  reverse  itself  in 
the  reconsolidation  case  and  stop  financial  waste.  The  court  reversed 
itself  (five  to  two)  on  May  1st. 

1912.  Under  the  reconsolidation  a single  set  of  city  and  county  officials  were 
elected. 

1913.  Charter  amendment  creating  commission  form  of  government  adopted, 
February  14th.  Five  elective  commissioners  given  supreme  adminis- 
trative and  legislative  control.  The  preferential  system  of  voting 
adopted  at  the  same  election.  Commission  form  failed  to  increase 
economy  and  efficiency,  as  promised  by  its  authors. 

1916.  The  Speer  amendment,  adopted  by  the  people  on  May  9th,  re-elected 
Robert  W.  Speer  to  his  third  term  as  Mayor.  This  provides  for  a high- 
ly centralized  administrative  power,  containing  features  new  in  mu- 
nicipal government.  A council  of  nine,  elected  by  district  is  the  legis- 
lative body.  The  Mayor  appoints  all  administrative  officials  without 
confirmation  by  the  council.  The  councilmen,  auditor  and  election 
commissioners  are  elected.  The  Mayor  has  plenary  power  of  dismissal 
without  appeal,  except  in  the  fire  and  police  departments,  and  controls 
the  city’s  finances.  In  effect  he  is  an  elective  manager. 

1918.  Death  of  Mayor,  Robert  W.  Speer,  and  the  automatic  succession  of  the 
Manager  of  Improvements  and  Parks,  AV.  F.  R.  Mills,  as  Mayor. 

The  Denver  Union  Water  Company  acquired  by  purchase  by  the  City 
and  County  of  Denver  for  the  sum  of  $14,023,600.00.

George  W.  Clayton,  a pioneer  of  Denver,  who  died  in  1899,  after  making-  some  bequests  to 
relatives  in  his  will,  left  most  of  his  estate  to  be  devoted  to  the  founding-,  establishing  and 
maintaining  a college  for  orphan  boys. 

The  funds  and  property  constituting  the  endowment  of  the  College  are  held  in  trust  by  the 
City  and  County  of  Denver  under  the  direction  of  The  George  W.  Clayton  Trust  Fund  consisting 
of  the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  the  Manager  of  Revenue. 

The  conditions  for  the  admission  of  pupils  are  as  follows:  The  boy  must  be  over  six  and 

not  over  ten  years  of  age;  he  must  be  of  white  blood  and  reputable  parentage;  he  must  have 
been  born  in  Colorado;  the  child  of  a father  not  living;  and  now  in  circumstances  of  need.  No 
boy  is  admitted  who  is  not  mentally  and  physically  sound,  or  who  has  shown  marked  tendencies 
toward  delinquent  conduct. 

The  grounds  on  which  the  College  is  situated  consists  of  275  acres  in  the  northeastern  por- 
tion of  the  City  of  Denver.  The  buildings,  fifteen  in  number,  are  mostly  stone  with  red  tile 
roofs,  and  include  the  school,  hospital,  farm  house  and  barn,  and  all  other  necessary  buildings. 

Boys  received  into  the  College  are  maintained  without  any  charge  or  cost  until  discharged 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  they  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  to  eighteen  years.

LOCAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  term  Local  Improvements  is  applied  to  the  construction  of  Sanitary 
and  Storm  Sewers,  Paving,  Surfacing1,  Curbing,  Grading  and  Sidewalks,  where- 
by a particular  section,  or  district  only,  is  benefited. 

With  the  exception  of  Sewers,  which  is  a sanitary  measure,  these  improve- 
ments are  all  initiated  by  the  people  who  desire  their  particular  district  im- 
proved by  any  of  the  foregoing  and  for  which  they  agree  to  pay  the  cost  of 
such  improvements  by  assessment  on  their  property.  As  these  assessments  may 
be  paid  in  annual  installments  extending  over  a period  of  ten  or  twelve  years 
the  payments  are  never  burdensome. 

Preliminary  surveys,  plans  and  contracts  are  made  for  the  prosecution 
and  completion  of  the  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Manager  of  Improve- 
ments and  the  supervision  of  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  city. 

It  very  rarely  occurs  that  a protest  is  made  by  the  residents  of  any  Dis- 
trict to  the  instituting  of  any  improvements,  realizing  that  such  addition  not 
only  adds  to  their  comfort  but  also  enhances  the  value  of  their  property. 

If  property  owners  desire  a beautiful  and  up  to  date  city,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  proper  officials  to  facilitate  their  wishes  in  every  way. 

As  in  every  other  line  of  business  an  accounting  is  necessary,  a brief  ex- 
planation is  given  of  the  different  divisions.

When  property  owners  become  delinquent  in  payments  and  this  delinquency  continues  after 
notification  by  publication,  or  otherwise,  the  lots  or  parcels  so  delinquent  are  offered  for  sale 
and  if  no  purchaser  the  city  assumes  the  certificate  which  becomes  a lien  on  the  property  and  an 
asset  of  the  city.  These  certificates  may  be  redeemed  at  any  time  within  three  years  after 
which  a tax  deed  may  be  issued.

Explanation  of  Excess  Earnings  Account 

The  statement  showing  the  excess  receipts  of  the  Water  Department, 
amounting  to  $1,777,251.83,  for  the  period  of  municipal  ownership  from  Nov- 
ember 1,  1918,  to  December  31,  1922,  will  be  found  on  the  opposite  page.  Of 
this  amount  $1,574,128.75  has  been  expended  in  making  additions  to  the  plant; 
$22,963.57  is  reserved  for  unpaid  contracts,  and  $180,159.57  is  reserved  to  be 
applied  upon  cost  of  extensions  of  cast  iron  water  mains  as  set  forth  in  reso- 
lution of  the  Board,  dated  December  11,  1922,  to  be  installed  during  the  year 
1923  and  estimated  to  cost  $361,487.06. 

This  very  favorable  showing  is  due  to  the  system  of  accounting  in  practice. 
The  figures  are  correct,  and,  while  they  represent  actual  conditions,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  no  allowance  has  been  made  for  depreciation  or  obso- 
lescence. Replacements  have  been  made  when  necessary  and  charged  to 
.maintenance,  but  there  has  been  no  charge  against  receipts  for  depreciation  or 
obsolescence. 

The  auditor  recommends  that  action  be  taken  to  establish  a reasonable 
annual  depreciation  charge. 

It  is  clearly  shown  by  the  financial  history  of  the  plant  that  extensions 
necessary  for  the  growth  of  the  city  cannot  be  made  from  earnings,  if  a proper 
charge  is  allowed  for  depreciation  and  sinking  fund  provided  for  retirement 
of  bonds.
